The Chemistry Department at SSC recently 
received a $9,690 grant from the National Science 
Foundation to support their undergraduate research 
program this summer. The grant enables the 
chemistry department to award seven fellowships to 
undergraduate chemistry majors. Each participant 
will receive a stipend of $720 for twelve weeks of 
participation. The summer program begins June !4 
and ends Sept. 3, 1971 

The purpose of the grant is to provide outstanding 
undergraduates an opportunity to directly participate 
and contribute to research projects in chemistry 
Research projects are available in analytical,

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Since President Nixon seeks extension of the draft now, it is more 
useful to consider his reforms proposed for the near future, rather than 
the volunteer army he dreams about for the distant future. The 
President's reforms are contained in his request for draft extension, 
Senate Bill No. 427 

Chief among the reforms is abolition of the I1-S deferment. The II-S 
would not be phased out for men who were enrolled in college as of 
Aprill 22, 1970. They would remain eligible for deferment under 
current II-S rules 

As for students who enrolled after April 22, 1970, their future was 
predicted by Dr. Curtis W. Tarr, Director of Selective Service, in recent 


testimony before the Senate Armed Services Committee: “A young 
man enrolling after April 22 would be eligible for call when his 
locai board reached his random selection number, with the 


understanding that he be permitted to complete the semester, term or 
quarter in which he then was enrolled.” His induction might thus be 
postponed -— but not cancelled and then reordered subsequently 

The end of the present cancellation procedure 1s foreseeable, be cause 


Senate 8ili 427 would also abolish the I-S(C) deferment. That 

deferment is currently available and acts to cancel an induction order 

received by a fulltime student who is making satisfactory progress 
‘There is no question in my mind,” Dr. Tarr testified, “that the 


spirit of inquiry and the enthusiasm for scholarship on college campuses 
would be enhanced greatly if the mpulsion imposed by 
undergraduate student deferments were eliminated.” 

Dr. Tarr based his opinion upon six years’ experience as President of 
Lawrence College (1963-69) “I have talked with countless numbers of 
young people during my years as a college president who would have 
gained a great deal personally by interrupting (heir college work to take 
time to understand thew purpose in study and how better they might 
orient their lives But whenever | asked why they did not choose to 
take time for this reappraisal, consistently young men reported that 


they felt bound to continue college work so that they might avoid 
induction.’ 

Senate Bill 427 would also phase out exemptions for divinity school 
students (Class [V-D). Should Congress grant President Nixon the 


authority he desires, “It is his intention,” according to Dr. Tarr, “to 
continue al] exemptions to divinity students enrolied prior to Jan 28 
1971, but not to authorize new ones.” 

So, if you are planning on a IV-D exemption, but you were not 
enrolled in a divinity achool prior to last Jan 28, your plans may fall 
through with the passage of Senate Bill 427 

The Bili is also designed to plug up a loophole opened by the 
Supreme Court's decision in United States V. Toussie (March 2, 1970) 
Under Toussie the statute of limitations bars prosecution of a young 
man for failing to register for the draft within 5 days after his 18th 
birthday, if no prosecution has been initiated within 5 years after the 
alleged crime, i.c., before the young man reaches the age of 23 years 
and 5 days 

The Toussie rule would be repealed by Senate Bill 427. The 
government could prosecute for refusal to register up until the refuser’s 
31st birthday 

Senate Bill 427 also proposes that the President be given authority to 
substitute a “uniform national call" for the present haphazard quota 
system under which draft boards call different lottery numbers at 
different times. “Under the present law,” the President complained last 
April, “a man with sequence number 185 may be called up by one draft 
board while a man with a lower number in a different board is not 
called.” 

Dr. Tarr echoed the President's earlier sentiments and testified in 
favor of the institution of a uniform national lottery call “Each local 
community would be protected against having a disproportionate 
number of its young men called because we would hold to the same 
random selection number everywhere in the nation and only those men 
in the community with numbers below that national number could 
ever be called by the community's local board 

Other than these few reforms, Senate Bill 427 is conspicuously 
lacking in any proposals relating to conscientious objection, alternative 
forms of civilian work, right to counsel, restructuring of the draft board 
system, change in qualifications for membership on draft boards, 


annual ceilings on draft calls, or any of the other major issues disturbing 
draft reformers. We would appreciate your reactions to Senate Bill 427 
since we are lobbying for much wider reform.

While students gathered in the 
hallway outside the hearing room 
with petitions calling for Nelson's 
tenure, the review panel listened 
testimony from Nelson and 
Chemistry Department Chairman 
Robert Hurley 

After the three and a half hour 
meeting, students learned that the 
panel will not make an immediate 
decision on the matter. Instead, 
they have until March 25 to 
review their information and 
make a recommendation’ to 
President Hyink. 

Should the panel not override 
the department’s decision, 
Nelson's recourse would have to 
be a persona! appeal to Hyink or, 
failing that, to the Chancellor 

What steps Nelson decides to 
take, however, are totally 
dependent upon the decision of 
the review panel. What their 
decision will be is, at the moment, 
entirely speculation

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Course preference is 
- answer to FTE woes 


Because of the dismal failure spring registration turned out to be. and 
because the present form of course preference cards possess built-in 
deficiencies, new and bold measures must be taken to ensure that 
registration and Full Time Equivalent are provided with safeguards for 
the college and student. 

The most obvious area desiring improvement, dismissing for a moment 
the plight of the student, is in Sacramento State's continuing failure to 
enroll enough students to meet our estimated F.T.E. on which our 
budget for the year is based. Not only does a low F.T.E. create 
over-staffing, which because of an adjusted budget will be eliminated, 
but it creates a declining trend in admissions which stagnates the 
college's growth. And this at a time when most state colleges are being 
asked to increase the nuinber of admitted students so that higher 
education can be shared by more people. 

It is therefore necessary to formulate a plan which will appease the 
disgruntled student who must take unwanted classes at registration 
because those he wanted were filled earlier due to a lack of proper 
scheduling by the college; and which will ensure that the college reaches 
the projected F.T.E. by allowing them to enroll newly-admitted 
freshmen, J.C. transfers and graduates. 

It is our contention that the course preference card method would, 
provided a few subtle changes are made, serve as the agent for 
remedying the college's problems. It would be necessary to make the 
course preference poll binding on the student who fills out the card 
mid-semester prior to registering for the next semester. This would 
make it necessary for the student to pre-plan his academic progress in 
advance which would in turn re-activate the faculty in their role as 
advisers. The college would then have an accurate picture, in advance, 
of who is returning to school and what they wish to take. In some 
instances adjustments in class schedules would have to be made since 
individually tailored curriculums are beyond the realm of probability. 

Knowing how many wish to return to school will allow the college to 
admit new students and transfers thereby reaching to projected F.T.E. 
which would create a progressive trend in our admissions program 
rather than a decline. In order to make the course preference poll 
binding, those who fail to fulfill their commitment would be denied 
leave of absence status, which would, in turn, generate revenue for the 
college in the form of new admission fees should the student wisii at 
some time to return. Curriculum would again be decided by a student 
voice in conjunction with what the college feels it can offer. This would 
take the matter out of the hands of the separate departments who were 
portly responsible for the current mess. 

This is our proposal to the registration-F .T.E. crisis—a binding course 
preference poll. In light of this spring's registration we challenge those 
in the responsible positions to invent a better remedy for this coilege’s 
sickness. The organism suffers because of a breakdown in its systems. it 
recovers only when the cause of the breakdown is eradicated. Think on
